Jlnd  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  of  the  aforesaid- 
commissioners  shall  die  or  depart  this  province,  or  decline 
acting,  that  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  remaining  com- 
missioners or  the  major  part  of  them  to  recommend  others  in 
their  room  to  his  excellency  the  governor  or  the  commander 
in  chief  for  the  time  bein^  lor  his  approbation,  and  the  person 
or  persons  so  recommended  and  approved  of,  shall  be  vested 
with,  and  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  him  or  them  and  eve-

and  necessary  work  may  not  prove  abortive,  but  that  the  same 
may  be  carried  on  with  effect,  and  completed,  so  as  to  answer 
the  ends  proposed  in  and  by  the  several  laws  already  made 
for  the  purposes  aforesaid ;  Be  it  enacted^  That  from  and  after 
the  passing  of  this  act,  the  commissioners  appointed  by  the 
several  acts  of  the  general  assembly  of  this  province,  now  in 
being,  for  cutting,  cleansing,  clearing,  or  making  navigable  the 
several  creeks,  cuts  and  water  passages .  in  this  province.

A  policy  of  insurance  is  considered  as  a  simple  contract,  on 
which  the  action  of  assumpsit  lies ;  and  it  should  be  construed  as  near- 
ly as  possible  according*  to  the  intention  of  the  parties,  and  not  accord- 
ing to  the  strict  literal  meaning.  The  leading  objects  of  marine  insu- 
rance are,  the  benefit  of  the  assured  and  the  advancement  of  trade : 
therefore  the  contract  is  to  receive  a  liberal  construction  to  attain  those 
ends.  Every  underwriter  is  presumed  to  be  acquainted  with  the  prac- 
tice of  the  trade  concerning  which  he  insures.  These  contracts  vary 
according  to  the  nature  of  the  intended  voyage ;  but  it  is  usually  stipu- 
lated by  the  master  or  owner  of  sea  vessels,  that  the  vessel  is  tight  and 
staunch,  furnished  with  all  necessaries,  &c.  and  it  is  the  duty  of  tlie 
master  to  provide  all  things  necessary  for  the  performance  of  the  voy- 
age. But  if  the  ship  be  reasonably  sufficient  for  the  voyage  it  is  all  that 
is  necessary.  If  the  vessel  be  unworthy  of  sea,  i.  e,  unfit  for  the  voyage, 
or  insufficient  at  the  time  the  risk  commences,  the  contract  will  be  void 
for  want  of  consideration :  and  seaworthiness  is  implied  in  every  con- 
tract of  this  tort.  See  the  treatises  on  Marine  Insurance  by  Park^
